Gorernor 
UmM B. McCrMry, dwinMM t% 

officii! «r thr board, pmidcd owrr 
tbc meetioK tor th« lirM time lince 
being ctecicd Oovcraor, aad Mxtccn 
of the eighteen members conttitnt- 
ing the board were preient. 

A rootiderable amount of impor- 
tant work was diapoacd of at the 
fleeting, part of which, in addition 
to the prorision tor tin- ihmv yr^nl 
aatc Khool, was tbe provision ot 
fanda for carnring on the tammer 
sdu^pl.of 101?. tlic (lufntion of re 
orgaaiaation of department*, incluil- 
iag tbc abolishment o( the universi 
tv acnclemy. or Model school, and 
the arrangement of the annual bad 
get, wbkb latter was left to a spec- 
ial committee of Stc members. 

The latter committee was compo* 
ed of ludge Ttiomns Lowis Bdclen 
of Pranktort, Superintemicnt o' 
PaMic Instmction Barksdale Ham* 
let 1)1 Hiipkinsville, Hon. llvwen 
Uavics ot Louisville, Hon Claude U. 
Terrell, Speaker of the House oi 
KepreseatatiTcs, of Bedford, anr' 
Robert W. Brown ol Louisville. 
Tbe committee was instructed tc 
hold a meeting sooa and report to 
the board at its neat regnlar meet 
iag on Tacsdar. Jnnc 4, next, am

Por some tiaw the university hn- 
conducted gradjiate work in connec 
tion with other deparfnicni s, ani 
tbc need ot a regular school for thi 
completion of post gradoste «orl 
has been reallzeil. The new orfjan 
isation of the graduate school w ill 
■cccasitate sereral ebaagca and pes-' 
■ibie additions to the faculty. How- 
aver, the plans for the school hav( 
not . been completed. 

Beginning laat Call, tbe long estab 
lisbed academy was reorganixed in 
to a model school, with the ide.i o- 
itscTCBtaal abolishment when th' 
high schools of tbe state had attain- 
ed such standards at tn :i<lii' 
atndents to the freshman class i 
tbe aaiversity apoa gradaatioi 
from such schools. The preparator 
Kchool being run as a part of thi 
university has loaf since been i 
drawback to the progress ol tbe an 
iversity in many res|iects, and i- 
now felt that it could be iibnlislir< 
withot ipjnry or injustice to tb< 
maMca of yonng mea aad women ii 
the state who desire to enter the nn- 
iversilf after graduation from then 
benw high schools.
